After you clean it, rub your 
silver with a cut piece of lemon, 
then wash and dry it. It will 
acquire extra brilliancy and stay 
bright longer. 

When silver becomes dull, rub 
it with a piece of raw potato 
dipped in baking soda. 

Egg stain can be removed from 
silver by taking a pinch of salt 
between the fingers and rubbing 
it on the stain. 

Never use abrasive powdered 
Jeansers on silver. 

To keep silver from tarnishing, 
polish it first; then, wrap it in 
dear plastic film bags as tightly 
as possible. Or wrap it in special 
silver cloth available at your 
jeweler's or department store. The 
idea is to-fcccp the air out, pre¬ 
vent -oxidant »n. 

Quick n Easy—silver cleaning 
trick: put it into a gallon of hot 
water in an aluminum pan. Add 
a tablespoon of salt and a tea-., 
spoon of soda and swish it around 
for a while. Rinse well and dry. 

To keep silver vases and frames 
gleaming and tarnish-free longer, 
rub them with furniture polish 
after cleaning them. 

Don't polish brass so often — 
clean it thoroughly, then give it 
a coat of white shellac. Two coats 
are even better. After that a 
flick of a dust cloth keeps it 
shining. 

To remove tarnish from brass 
or copper, try rubbing it with a 
cut lemon dipped in salt. 

Silver polish is good for your 
pewter, too. Frequent rubbing in 
hot suds keeps it bright. 

When you polish copper, rinse 
in cold water — keeps bright 
longer. 

To keep stainless steel utensils 
bright, use them over low or 
nedium heat only. When scouring 
won’t brighten them, you can have 
;hem bviffetf b;. the manufacturer 
or at a silver plating shop.

“Medicare” was not the only 
change made in social security by 
the 1965 amendments to the so¬ 
cial security law. Daniel J. Mur¬ 
phy, Jr., social security district 
manager in Springfield, stated 
that while “Medicare” was a ma¬ 
jor change, there were other im¬ 
portant changes in the 1965 
amendments. 

Mr. Murphy said that one such 
change, of importance to many 
workers, involved “tips.” He 
stated that tips under certain 
conditions will be considered 
wages beginning Jan. 1, 1966, 
and must be reported for social 
security purposes from then on. 
To many people, this will mean 
higher social security benefits at 
retirement, in case of disability, 
or for their survivors if they 


should die. 

To be included as wages, Mr. 
Murphy stated, tips must amount 
to $20 or more in one month 
while working for any one em¬ 
ployer. 

Mr. Murphy said that under 
the new amendments, the individ¬ 
ual is required to make a written 
report of his cash tips to his 
employer at the end of each 
month if they total $20 or more. 
The employer is responsible for 
reporting regular wages as well 
as tips to the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

He is also responsible for with¬ 
holding social security tax on 
both wages and cash tips re¬ 
ported to him. If regular wages 
are not enough to cover the so¬ 
cial security tax, the employee 
may give the employer funds for 
this purpose. If the employer is 
not able to collect all the social 
security tax due on tips by the 
end of the 10th day after ‘the 
end of the month in which the 
tips were reported, the employee 
will be required to pay any re¬ 
maining tax directly to the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service. If the 
employee reports his tips late,

FALL: FASTING TO FEAST 

At a time when hunting is 
about to dominate the sports¬ 
man’s attention, it seems perti¬ 
nent to still devote a few words 
to the fishing scene. Particularly, 
when fishing can be at its best. 

Most folks think creatures that 
hibernate come alive only in 
spring. However, with watery 
inhabitants, observe the experts 
at Mercury outboards, there’s a 
fall revival of summer-dormant 
game fish. 

Perhaps “hibernate” is not the 
word to describe the way- 
fish react to the listless clays of 
late summer, but it does sum up 
their attitudes to fishing efforts.

Many coin collectors who want 
to expand their numismatic hori¬ 
zons have started collecting 
paper money. 

While this branch of the hobby 
lags behind coins in popularity, 
it does constitute a rapidly grow¬ 
ing area of numismatics, says 
Neil Shafer, one of the nation's 
top authorities on U. S. currency. 

“The strong Interest in collect¬ 
ing U. S. currency is a fairly re¬ 
cent phenomenon,” says Shafer, 
who is associate editor in the 
Coin Division at Whitman Pub¬ 
lishing Company, Racine, Wis., 
world’s leading numismatic 
publisher. 

“The biggest push came In 
November of 1963, when Federal 
Reserve ?1 notes with identify¬ 
ing marks from each of the 12 
Federal Reserve Banks were re¬ 
leased. Many collectors realized 
for the first time that some 
varieties of the ‘ever present’ 
Silver Certificates might soon be 
scarce. Half-forgotten facts con¬ 
cerning the addition of the motto 
to various notes suddenly be¬ 
came very important, and the 
hunt was on.” 

Increasing popularity of paper 
money collecting necessitated a 
new book on the subject, “A 
Guide Book of Modern United 
States Currency,” written by 
Shafer ; and published by' 
Whitman. 

This volume describes in de¬ 
tail the six basic types of U. S. 
currency: silver .certificates, 
gold certificates, Federal Reserve 
Bank notes, national'currency, 
U. S. notes, and Federal Reserve 
notes. Two of these — silver and 
gold certificates — are virtually 
out of circulation. 

In paper money collecting, a 
premium Is placed on condition, 
because currency is perishable. 
The bills must be crisp and new. 
Any man-made blemishes will 
nullify their value. 

Edges and surfaces of cur¬ 
rency must be shielded from 
fingerprints or atmospheric 
changes. For this reason, a col¬ 
lection should be protected by 
acetate envelopes or a similar 
inert substance, points out 
Shafer.
